A bare majo rity o f the Supreme Co urt strained 
mightily to make a free speech case o ut o f a flag burning 
co nv ictio n, and freed Sidney Street, a Negro truck 
driv er, who sto o d beside a flag he bad burned and said, 
“ We do n’t need no damn flag.” 
He was o utraged at 
the ambush sho o ting o f J am es Meredith, the civ il rights 
activ ist. 
The New Yo rk State law, under which street was 
co nv icted, makes it a crime to ‘‘publicly mutilate, de­ 
face, defile o r defy , trample o n o r cast co ntempt upo n 
either by wo rd o r act” the state o r natio nal flags. 
Writing the majo rity o pinio n. J ustice J o hn M. Harlan 
said it w a s impo ssible to say that Street w a s no t co n­ 
v icted so lely fo r h is statements, and therefo re th e co n­ 
v ictio n co uld no t stand because free speech is pro tected 
under th e First Amendment. 
Dissenting, Chief J ustice Earl Warren, and J ustices 
Hugo L. Black, Abe Fo rtas and By ro n R. White' said 
that the trial reco rd made it clear that Street had been 
co nv icted o f burning the flag and that the wo rds were 
included o nly to sho w that he did it co ntemptuo usly . 
The Co urt has nev er ruled o n a flag burning case as 
such. 
It upheld a federal law that made draft card 
burning a crime. 
Had the case been decided o n flag 
burning alo ne, it wo uld in all ev ent hav e upheld the 
co nstitutio nality o f that law 
also .

sy mbo lic than draft cards and sho uld be mo re firmly 
pro tected.
